COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


To the Citizens of Belknap County: 


In compliance with the Laws of the State of New 
Hampshire, the Commissioners of Belknap County 
herewith present the annual report of the County 
Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of Farm 
and House of Correction, Clerk of Superior Court, 
Sheriff, Solicitor, Farm Physician, Chaplain, Auditors, 
for the year ending December 31, 1931. 


Belknap County mourns the loss of Charles F. 
Locke, our senior member, who died October 20, 1931. 
Mr. Locke had served the County in various capacities 
for many years. The vacancy caused by the decease 
of Mr. Locke was filled by the appointment of Joseph 
F. Smith of Meredith. 


Belknap County is very fortunate in securing Mr. 
and Mrs. W. J. Hartford, who have both had wide ex- 
perience in Institutional Work, to fill the vacancy at 
the farm made by the removal of Superintendent and 
Mrs. Magill. 


The laying of a new water pipe and the purchase 
of additional fire hose are among the most important 
improvements towards protecting our County Farm 
Buildings. This labor and all repairs made on the 
farm buildings has been done as much as possible by 
the unemployed, who were receiving aid from the 
county. These men also did the greater part of the 
work in grading the Court House lawn after the re- 
moval of the Abbott buildings. 
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The Overseer of the Poor of Laconia, the Select- 
men of the towns, and other officials have cooperated 
with us in our efforts to provide for the poor. 


We desire to extend to them and all others who 
have contributed to the comfort, entertainment and 
spiritual welfare of the people under our care and 
Supervision, our sincere thanks.

A Laconia bank will, if we so desire, get bonds 
for us from bonding house in denominations we desire 
and sell bonds for us. The rate of interest would prob- 
ably be 4 1-2 per cent. Report accepted. 

Rep. Wallis also reported having consulted Wesley 
Sanborn as to wiring at both Farm and Court House, 
and that Mr. Sanborn stated wiring in both places was 
not safe, and something should be done about it. Wir- 
ing at Farm does not conform with law, and the prob- 
able expense to make wiring pass inspection would be 
in the vicinity of $350 or $400. Discussion. On 
motion of Rep. Friend, voted that we accept report of 
chairman of committee, wait for definite specifications, 
then throw wiring open to bids. Rep. Guay moved a 
committee of three be appointed to get specifications 
on wiring for both County Farm and Court House, get 
bids for work and submit to this body.

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J. F. Neal reported for committee on Abbott prop- 
erty. Stated that for repairs on water pipes, Sewer 
and heating apparatus, $2025 would be required, with 
$216 due on taxes, thus requiring expenditure of $2241 
before property could be let. Committee recom- 
mended that property be sold at public auction, build- 
ings to be removed from land not later than July 1, 
1931. Edgerly so moved upon discussion. Edgerly 
withdrew motion. Rep. Friend moved that a com- 
mittee of three be authorized to complete sale of all 
buildings on Abbott property. So voted. Chairman 
continued previous committe, Neal, Guay and Merrill. 

Rep. Young, who had come in after roll call, reported 
for committee on investigation of finance and recom- 
mended that there be an audit of books by certified 
auditor. Report accepted. Voted that the chairman 
of delegation be authorized to secure services of a cer- 
tified accountant to audit books of the County and to 
report to the Delegation all necessary information, the 
chairman being empowered to contract all necessary 
expenses and to get court order for same.
